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DETAILED ACTION

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-13, filed 10 August 2006, with respect 
to claims 1,19 and 20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 
USC §102 rejection of claims 1,18 and 20 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 19 and 20, Gallagher et al 20040192211 discloses an input 
for coupling to an input information transfer path that originates at a wireless 
mobile communication apparatus, said input for, when coupled to said input 
information transfer path, receiving from the wireless mobile communication 
apparatus information and an information storage apparatus coupled to said 
input for storing said information; an output for coupling to an output information 
transfer path that extends to a further wireless communication apparatus; said 
information storage apparatus coupled to said output for providing said 
information to said output. The instant invention discloses an input for coupling to 
an input information transfer path that originates at a wireless mobile 
communication apparatus, said input for, when coupled to said input information 
transfer path, receiving from the wireless mobile communication apparatus 
information, including identification of frequency channels available for 
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transmitting information to and receiving information from the wireless mobile 
communication apparatus, for use in determining whether a desired wireless 
communication session with the wireless mobile communication apparatus will 
be established; an information storage apparatus coupled to said input for storing 
said information; an output for coupling to an output information transfer path that 
extends to a further wireless communication apparatus; said information storage 
apparatus coupled to said output for providing said information to said output; 
and said output for, when coupled to said output information transfer path, 
providing said information to the further wireless communication apparatus for 
use by the further wireless communication apparatus in determining whether the 
desired communication session will be established. The above novel features in 
combination with all the recited limitations of claims 1,19 and 20 are neither 
taught, suggested nor made fairly obvious by Gallagher et al. Claims 2-18 are 
allowable based on their being dependent on claim 1.

Hirayama et al 6,658,257 discloses radio communication system, 
frequency allocation method and frequency allocation device. 

Gallagher et al 7,127,250 discloses apparatus and method for extending 
the coverage area of a licensed wireless communication system using 
unlicensed wireless communication system. 

Klein et al 6,381,460 discloses method and radio communications system 
for assigning a frequency channel to a radio station and appropriate radio station. 

Hirano et al EP 1227621 A1 discloses communication terminal 
accommodation apparatus and scheduling method.
